We, the students of Morden Collegiate, are very proud 
of our modem, well-equipped school. It was, however, only 
through years of co-operation and planning that such a 
school could be erected. 

The first attempt at building a school, resulted in the 
erection of a one-roomed, log cabin school. It was situated 
across from the former golf course. 

The uniting of Nelson and Morden called for an increase 
in educational facilities, and a two-storey building was 
moved to Sixth Street. This act made four classrooms 
available. 

In 1894, with the population increasing, it was necessary 
to build the attractive stone school. This school served the 
junior and senior high-school students, while the Maple Leaf 
School, built in 1928, served grades one to six. 

With 1953 came the building of our present Collegiate. 
This building provided the necessary accommodation for 
five years, but then it was essential that a nine-room wing 
be added. The remodelling of the basement, in 1960, to pro¬ 
vide more classrooms, enabled the former laboratory to be 
fitted up as a class for retarded children. 

Now, filling the school to capacity, the students of 
’61 and ’62 are making history, for the events of today are 
the history of tomorrow.

"These words,”, says Maurice Maeterlinck, a famous writer, “mean 
a way of living. In my younger days, I often aimed too hard to reach some 
goal, to finish some job. ‘When this is done’, I would say, ‘I shall find 
real satisfaction and reward.’ 

But later, I came to realize that each achievement, like each inn, is 
only a point along the Road. The real goodness of living comes with the 
journey itself, with the striving and the desire to keep moving. Now, I 
find I can look back on my eighty-four years with pleasure, and, what is 
even more important to me, that I can still look to the future with hope 
and desire. I have learned to take each inn along the way with a traveller’s 
stride, — not as a stopping point, but a starting point for some new and 
better endeavor.” 

For most of you, this year is the end of your formal schooling; for 
others, it is the beginning of further, more specialized learning, — for the 
business world, for nursing, teaching, university. For all of you, it is not 
a graduation from learning, but a commencement or enrollment in the 
school of life.

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I would like to extend my thanks to all my fellow students for being 
given the honour of acting els president of our Student Council for 1961-62. 

With the wonderful co-operation of each and every student we have 
managed to make this school year quite a successful one. Our many vary¬ 
ing achievements as outlined throughout the pages of this book, and this 
book itself are proof, that this has been a year which we shall be able 
to recall with proud and happy memories. 

The executive of the Student Council consists of a secretary, a 
treasurer, a vice-president and president. From each room we have social 
and sports representatives. Mr. Reimer has been kind enough to act as the 
representative of the teaching staff at our meetings. All in all this adds 
up to 23 members, who have put their heads together many a time, to plan, 
to agree, and to iron out problems. 

Although many of us find school slightly trying at times, we will 
nevertheless, in later years look back on our school days, with fond mem¬ 
ories. What better way to record the many interesting and oft times hum¬ 
orous school activities than in a Year Book. The Student Council, would 
therefore, like to take this opportunity to thank the Year Book staff for 
the time and effort they put into the publishing of this great momentum 
to our school. 


Before closing, I would like to wish all the graduating students the 
best of luck as they leave the school to take their places as important 
world citizens. 
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First of all, let me say, that I am deeply honoured to 
have been elected to give this year’s valedictory address. 
Mr. Chairman, Honoured Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen. 
Years from now, when I look back, I shall consider this to 
be one of the proudest moments of my life. 

Every year the valedictorian expresses, on behalf of 
the graduation class, a heartfelt thanks to the patient par¬ 
ents and diligent teachers who have helped us to achieve 
our elementary and secondary education. To them we are 
forever grateful. Also, the valedictorian expresses our real¬ 
ization of the pitfalls and hardships that we expect to en¬ 
counter in life, but, despite this, we look forward to a 
golden future and many years of happiness. 

Tonight I would like to consider the diploma itself and 
what it represents, and should represent, to each one of us. 
Many people beilieve that the diploma we receive tonight 
is worthless because we have not as yet written our final 
examinations, and therefore, have no way of knowing 
whether we will pass or fail grade twelve. We still have 
that one “pleasant” hurdle left. So the question arises, if 
the diploma is worthless, why does it mean so very much 
to us, and why do we want to receive it so badly? This 
question is not easy to answer. 

Let me, first of all, tell you what the diploma embodies. 
It embodies all of our subjects and the work we have put 
into these subjects up to the present time. Each subject 
we have taken then represents a part, and is an ingredient 
of the whole. But each subject is a silent teacher for life, 
and therefore, this diploma guides us on our way to man¬ 
hood and womanhood. 

Let me further explain by considering each of our sub¬ 
jects separately. 

Firstly, there are the sciences. By sciences, I mean 
mathematics, physics and chemistry. 

In mathematics we learn chiefly logic. We learn to 
analyse, to scrutinize and then to present what we learn 
in an organized fashion. 

In physics we learn to use our common sense, but be¬ 
sides this, we learn the answers to many everyday prob¬ 
lems. We learn something of almost everything. We study 
about light, radio-activity, electricity and nuclear energy. 
In a society, which is striving to reach the moon, to explore 
outer space, and even to develop inter-planetary travel, 
important knowledge of nuclear energy and radio-activity 
is pertinent. Although we learn only a little of what this 
tremendous field embodies, physics nonetheless helps us to 
become well-informed members of common society. 

In chemistry we learn about the different elements, 
their behaviour with other elements and hence their prop¬ 
erties. Did you know that because ammonia is extremely 
soluble in water, you could use it to destroy a building? 
For example, if there were some way to pump all the air 
out of this auditorium and to fill the entire space with am¬ 
monia gas and if you wanted the whole place to collapse 
inwardly, all you need do is put five to ten barrels of water 
in here and shortly after — no auditorium. This is because 
the ammonia dissolves very readily and rapidly in water, 
and in dissolving it would create a vacuum in this 


room. The pressure outside the walls has no opposition 
force, so the whole place would crumple inwardly. Chemis¬ 
try does not really teach us to be destructive, instead it 
teaches us to ask the omnipotent question, “why?”. Chemis¬ 
try increases our scope, and stirs a spark of curiosity and 
adventure in all of us. 

Another part of our curriculum, is the study of a 
language, in our case either French or German. By read¬ 
ing of the country and the people, and by using their native 
tongue, we project ourselves into their world and thus gain 
understanding of them. A language reveals much of the 
culture, customs and emotions of the people. We learn to 
regard the German people as a robust, healthy race. On 
the other hand, the French seem to be more carefree, fun- 
loving and romantic people; this is revealed by the soft, 
musical tones of their language. We gain understanding of 
foreign people, and respect for them and their way of life. 
Can you think of a better way to get rid of race prejudice? 

Then, there is typing. This subject develops our mech¬ 
anical skills, and through it we gain respect for machines 
and what they can do for man. 

Lastly, literature, the most hated and most beloved 
subject of them all. If we learned understanding of people 
in our study of a foreign language, it was only a small iota 
of what we learn of people in our literature course, We are 
exposed to different poets ideas of beauty and their reaction 
to it. We are exposed to philosophies of life and death, 
religion and love, We take drama and study human conflict 
and reactions to different crises in people’s lives. We learn 
how different people act within certain environments, when 
exposed to certain situations. Thus, we learn tolerance, 
patience and develop genuine understanding*and deep feeling 
for the rights of man, and the freedoms and restrictions of 
society. In a world constantly tom by international crises, 
a world desparately trying to develop peaceful relations, 
it is most necessary that we strive for patience and toler¬ 
ance, else we cannot survive. Harry S. Truman said: “We 
must learn to live together, or we are going to die together.” 

To us, twelve years of striving to develop understanding, 
love of truth and love of our fellowman is represented by 
the diploma. 

True — some of us learned more than others, some of 
us worked harder than others, but nonetheless, we all learn¬ 
ed. A little knowledge brushed off somewhere along the 
line. In any case, we were all privileged to have belonged 
to and to have tried to co-operate with a very important part 
of our society, an institution of learning. The diploma rep¬ 
resents twelve years of existing within this whole. 

But it represents, also, something far greater. It rep¬ 
resents the search for truth through knowledge, a search 
whoch must go on for the rest of our lives, and will go on 
long after we are here no more. 

The diploma is a monument to our learning, our striv¬ 
ing to make a success of one of the greatest challenges of 
our lives, school. Something so close to our souls, some¬ 
thing so personal could scarcely be called worthless. Should 
it not, perhaps, be called “priceless”?
